For the third time within a brief 
period the people of Ru shville and vi­ 
cinity have been greatly su rprised and 
grieved by the annou ncement of the 
resignation of one of the ministers of 
the city chu rches. 
The first resigna 
tion was that of Rev. W. P. McGarey. 
of the . United 
Presbyterian chnrch 
who accepted a call to Sparta, 111. 
Then followed the resignation of Rev. 
W. W. Sniff, pastor of the Christian 
chu rch, to accept a call to Paris, 111. 
Lastly, Rev. T. H. McConnell; of the 
First Presbyterian chu rch, accepts a 
call to Chicago. 111. 
Some one wants 
to now, “ What’s the matter with Illi­ 
nois 5” Nothing, only she has to go 
to Indiana to get her ministers. 
The fact that all of these men are to 
take charge of larger congregations at 
handsome increase in salary bespeaks 
well for the ability, standing 
and 
efficiency of the ministers of Rnsh­ 
ville. 
Rev. T. H. McConnell, pastor of 
the First Presbyterian chnrch, has ac­ 
cepted an u rgent and u nanimou s call to 
Jefferson Park Presbyterian chu rch of 
Chicago, III., at a salary of $2000. 
This is the pu lpit formerly occu pied 
by Rev. Frank Talniiige, son of the 
famou s 
DeWitt Talmage. 
Mr. Mc­ 
Connell is only thirty-one years of 
age, and prior to his coming to Ru sh- 
ville was assistant pastor to Dr. Boyd, 
of one of the large chu rches of Evans­ 
ton, 111. 
He has been 
pastor 
of 
the chu rch here for more than tree 
years. 
He will leave for his new work 
abou t Febru ary 1st. 
Mr. McConnell gradu ated from the 
high school at Wilmington, Ohio, and 
then finished his collegiate cou rse at 
Marysville College, Marysville, TenD. 
He then took the three years’ cou rse 
at McCormick's Theological Seminary. 
Chicago, 111. 
After finishing his semi­ 
nary work he took an extensive trip 
throu gh Sou thern Eou rpe, the Holv 
Land and Northern Africa. 
Bro. Mc­ 
Connell is an excellent orator, a fine 
singer and is growing very rapidly. 
We predict for him a bright fu tu re. 
Rev. H. T. McConnell will leave be­ 
hind him a host, of friends both in the 
chu rch and ou t of it. who regret to 
see him go, and who wish him su ccess 
in his new field of labor. 


That Horton J. Fu rgeson, who is 
working with a nu mber^ten shovel on 
the I. & C. constru ction work between 
Greensbnrg and Shelbyville, is appre­ 
ciating {the fu ll 
significance 
of a 
“ Merry Christmas” goes withou t say­ 
ing. 
W ithjhisjdinner pail in his hand, 
going to work Satu rday morning he 
was apprised of the ru ling of the Ap­ 
pellate cou rt, which held that he was 
entitled to a fortu ne of over $40,000. 
The finding of the cou rt was review­ 
ed in these colu mns Satu rday. 
Hall & Campbell,¡attorneys for F u r­ 
geson, who'carried his case into the 
higher cou rt after an adverse decision 
was given against their client in the 
Ru sh cou nty cou rt, tell the following 
brief synopsis of the case. 
The fortu ne in qu estion is 360 acres 
of land in Washington township, this 
cou nty—“ as good asjever a crow flew 
over” —whichjwas held by Fu rgeson 
in fee simple u ntil several years ago. 
Meeting with financial difficu lties he 
went to Boyd, Smith 
& Co., bankers 
at Cambridge City, and secu red a loan 
on hi# farm. 
They 
advanced 
him 
money on several occasions afterwards 
and becoming heavily involved in debt, 
he agreed to allow them to take charge 
of ttie farm and ru n it u ntil the debts 
were wiped ou t. |They took charge of 
the farm, and condu cted it for a period 
of ten 
year**, 
bu t at the end of that 
time refu sed to tu rn it back to him. 
In the Ru sh circu it cou rt, the cou rt 
ru led that the negotiations into which 
Fu rgeson had entered into with the 
bankers, consisted of virtu ally deeding 
the land to Boyd, Smith A Co. 
The Appellate cou rt, in the ru ling 
Friday, held that^the deed, was in a 
legal sense, a mortgage, and that F u r­ 
geson was entitled to the land. 
The case will now be brou ght back 
to the Ru sh circu it cou rt, where the 
bankers will be obliged to give a de­ 
tailed accou nting of the bu siness of 
the farm in the ten years that they 
were in charge of it. 
These ten years 
have been marvelou sly su ccessfu l ones 
and it is likely that Fu rgeson will 
have a balance du e him in addition to 
again assu ming ownership of the farm 
land.

The veil which blocked ont the past 
of Patrick 
Morrison, alias Patrick 
Fogarty, convicted of bu rglary, was 
lifted before he left for the Michigan 
City Prison today in charge of Sheriff 
King. 
That Morrison was a man of refine­ 
ment. and cu ltu re—in days gone by— 
came as a su rprise to the local officers. 
He made no brag abou t it, and modest­ 
ly told his life’s story. 
Their atten­ 
tion was directed towards the man 
du ring the last few days that he has 
been incarcerated in the cou nty jail, 
and that he was a man above the aver­ 
age in point of edu cation, was evi­ 
denced 
in the letters—which were 
masterly appeals—that he sent to his 
friends. 
One of the letters was addressed to 
the Vice President of the Chemical 
Bank of New York 
City—an 
old 
roommate at college of Morrison’s. 
He asked his “ dear friend Billy,” if 
possible to assist him in some way as 
he had one year of hard labor in State 
prison staring him in the face. 
He 
told “ Billy” to see the Lieu tenant 
Governor of New York State—another 
college “ chu m4’’—and have him u se 
his influ ence in his behalf. 
That the letters he sent were not a 
“ fou r flu sh” was proven in the replies 
which he received, saving that they 
were shocked anti su rprised to learn 
of his misfc rfcnne. hu t assu red him they 
wou ld do all in their power to assist 
him. 
Morrison attribu ted his downfall to 
strong drink. 
For the past twenty- 
two years he has wandered abou t from 
place to place, and was “ dead to hie 
friends.” Oftime« he declared he had 
made good resolu tions, bu t was too 
prou d to ask the friends of hia school 
days, men of influ ence anti wealth to 
take him by'the hand and render him 
assistance—which they probably wou ld 
have gladly done. 
He stu died for the priesthood for 
two years in St. Xavier’s College in 
New York, bu t gave it u p to take a 
general cou rse in one of the State u ni­ 
versities, where he spent six years. 
The sentence to the State prison may 
prove the 
making of Morrison—at 
least it has awakened him to the rea­ 
lization of a mispent life.
